REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


Last Angust the committee took advantage of the opportu- 
hity to unite with Meredith and Ashland to employ a _superin- 
tendent of schools. In this way, at an expense for the year 
of $186-66, we secured the services of Mr. Samuel A. Bur- 
leigh, a man of professional training, with eleven years suc- 
cessful experience as teacher in rural and graded schools and 
as superintendent of schools. 

His duties in part consist in: 

Arranging the course of study. 

Recommending text books. 

Recommending and examining teachers. 

Examining and classifying pupils. 

Holding teacher’s meetings. 

Where a new teacher comes to a school, the previous knowl- 
edge of the school by the superintendent enables her to take up 
the work without loss of time. 

The teachers’ meetings enable the superintendent to instruct 
the teachers in school management and the best methods of 
teaching and to take up with them ether work that would be of 
benefit to them in the schools. F 

The school board cannot be expected to do this work as well 
as a trained superintendent, because of lack of time. The law 
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provides and the committee receives payment for but two Visits 
each term to each school. At the first visit the work of the 
school has not progressed sufficiently to enable anyone to form 
a correct estimate of the work being done or to make sugges- 
tions which might be the most helpful to the teachers. The 
second visit at the end of the term may enable the committee- 
man to judge of the work done, but leaves no opportunity to 
remedy any defects. The superintendent visits each school 
every three or four weeks—oftener if the school requires—and 
by timely assistance renders the work of the teacher more ef- 
fective. The teachers recognize in the presence of the super- 
intendent the opportunity and the necessity of constant effort 
to improve. 

It is rather early yet to judge of results, the schools having 
been but one term under the supervision, but we feel that much 
has been accomplished toward improving the schools asa 
whole and are sure that another term will show more marked 
improvement. 

It seems almost unnecessary to advance argument in fayor 
of supervision under present conditions, its advantages being 
so evident and the cost so comparatively small, 

The duties, not the powers of the superintendent, are men- 
tioned above and attention is called to the fact that none of the 
powers of the School Board are of necessity delegated to him. 
However, to quote from a recent circular of the State Depart- 
ment of Public Instruction ‘*The Superintendent musf, in the 
nature of things, have power commensurate with his duties; 
he can be held responsible for the accomplishment of nothing 
over which he has no control.” 

With the exception of East Holderness all schools have been 
in session twenty-seven weeks. The teacher engaged for the 
East Holderness school for the fall term, resigned a few days 
before the school was to open and there was consequently a 
delay of a week in finding another teacher. The Coxboro 
School was not run the full time either term, but the scholars 
were conveyed to the Bridge School during such time as it was 
not run, thus giving the scholars the full twenty-seven weeks of 
school. 

New floors were Jaid in the Elm and East Holderness school 
houses, and modern desks and seats installed in the Bridge 
and True houses.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee : 


When I began my work as your superintendent I found your 
buildings and equipment admirable. ‘The other conditions I 
found to be such as obtain in schools of all unsupervised dis- 
tricts—one or two of the more experienced teachers doing very 
good work, and the others, for the most part working earnest- 
ly and conscientiously, and not getting satisfactory results. 


The reasons for lack of results were easy to find; mention of 
a few conditions found will illustrate: Children trying to do 
examples in measurements and_ interest, without sufficient 
knowledge of multiplication and division, reading and writing 
numbers, or the use of the decimal point; reading in the third 
reader without knowing really all the first reader words ; trying 
to study geography before learning to read sufficiently well to 
get any idea of what the geography lesson was about; filling 
copy-books with writing that showed little or no improvement ; 
first-grade children sitting idle a large part of the time. 

To remedy the defects and give the town greater returns for 
the money expended in its schools and the children a far better 
education—more nearly like that of the best schools—is the 
mission of the superintendent. We have made a beginning. 
The teachers have, for the most part, co-operated gladly. [ 
have visited each school as frequently as possible, those need- 
ing help most, the most frequently. 


As frequently as the teachers could conveniently come to- 
gether, meetings have been held todiseuss the best methods, 
teaching exercises being given when possible. Marked im- 
provement in some schools has already been made. In some, 
change of teachers is desirable. ‘Teachers who are enthusiastic 
and progressive will avail themselves of every opportunity, 
and devote their time and interest to the work during term 
time. With the many classes, and particularly to keep the 
primary pupils busy, itis absolutely necessary to plan and 
provide work, correct papers, etc., outside of school hours. 


Parents can help by frequent visits, by encouraging the 
children to attend regularly, and by fostering that spirit in the 
community which will demand the best possible schools.
